and it is of such virtue that it not only maintains those who are 
born princes, but often enables men of private fortune to attain to 
that rank. And one sees, on the ether hand* that when orifices think 
more of luxdry than of arms, they lose their state. The chief cause 
of the lose of states, is the contempt of this art, and the way to 
acquire them is to be well versed in the same. 

I would like to take this opportunity to call to the attention 
of any of the princes who have expressed the desire to commence dip* 
lomatlc on a world-wide scale utilising the Diplomacy variant, QslSr 
nj&, that we still require the prescence of an additional two princes 
before beginning any political manoeuve rings and intrigues. It is 
my sincere wish that by the next Master & fo cfr| ay e ^ i a n publication.

DAS DEUTSCHES AFRIKA KORPSt HISTORY AND ANALYSIS 

by Timothy Lee 

PART TWO (CONT. )t "Men and Equipment of the Afrika Korps.* 

The early PanaerKampfwagen Mark Ills proved to be disappointing com- 
promises in mobility and firepower. The tank's puny 37mm gun forced it 
to fight in close Quarters, exposing the thin 14-. 5mns armor to enemy fire* 
Weighing 15 tons t it had a limited range of less than 100 miles, with a 
speed of 20mph. These shortcomings were overcome in later versions « 
culminating into the Panzer IIIJ model. Also known as the Mark III 
"Special" o it weighed 22 tons, carried armor 50mm thick, and had a speed 
of 25mph. The Mayback engine was upped by 70 horsepower, increasing the 
range to 125 miles* The "Specials" • with a crew of 5 men* mounted the 
long 50mm L60 gun, which had a penetration power equal to that of newer 
Armored Fighting Vehicles. To Increase protection, most Mark Ills had 
30mm plate armor bolted on. and were reinforced with extra tracking or 
sandbags* Quantitatively and qualitatively, the Panser Ills were the 
backbone of the Afrika Korps, supplying much of Rommel's fighting stre- 
ngth. 

The Panser IV was another story. The Mark IV began its life eupply- 
ing low velocity high-explosive fire with a short ?$am gun. The 17$ ton 
tank had 20mm of armor* with a road speed of under 20mph. When it became 
apparent that the Pan*er IV* e duties were better filled by cheaper tur- 
retlees tanks* it was up-gunned and up-armored into a most formidable 
combination of speed • armor • and firepower. 

The F series, particularly the F2 models* were the senith of the de- 
sign, incorporating the best of Germany's technical ability and combat 
experience. Manned by a crew of 5, the pan*er XVF2 was equipped with 
the superb Xp^^r*^ 

and armor-piercing ability of the previous gun* irmornea* thickened to 
50mm. spaed inoreaeed to 2 5»ph, and weight raised to 25 tons. Spare 
jerry cans carried on t*>e hull gave the Kark a range of ever 200 
miles. Overall » the Panser IV was a moet verfatile vehicle in the de- 
sert* a worthy opponent of any enemy tank then in use. 



There were no mere tten 250 ggrfc; Jljs and 50 mark ive in the Afrika 
Korps armory at the time* of 1i« war In the desert, but under Rowels 
skillfull guidance, they caused x damage, all out of proportion to their 
numbers. 

The principles of the Blltskrleg required combined arms operations, 
especially between armor and infantry. As the tanks executed the clas- 
sic rupture and exploitation of the enemy line* mechanised infantry 
would be needed to maintain the momentum of the attack. The resulting 
cooperation and support achieved by these branches welded them into 
one of the most devastating combinations of World War IZ s while the % 
tanks protected the infantry from enemy armor « and ensured far a ra- 
pid penetration of the enemy line, the infantry would root out enemy 
soldiers and neutralise their anti-tank guns. Tanks provided a ready 
concentration of speed and firepower* while the infantry provided the 
means to hold captured ground. 

The mechanisation of the infantry produced a need for Armored Per- 
sonnel Carriers! a demand that resulted in the creation of "Schutsen- 
panserwagens" (SPW) , armored troop carriers designed to accompany 
tanks in the infantry support role. There were 2 principle models, the
